PHILADELPHIA, April 23.Prob- 
dbly the most important question 
in the world today is whether man 
is capable of directing intelligently 
the civilization he has created and 
organized, said Dr. Stewart Patton 
in a paper, read at today’s session 
of the American Philosophical So­ 
ciety. 
Dr. Paton, who is lecturer 
in Neuro-Biology at Princeton Uni­ 
versity, said: 
“International as well as indus­ 
trial peace can only be attained in 
proportion as we are capable of un­ 
derstanding the controlling of hu­ 
man nature. Following the outburst 
of insanity in 1914, which plunged 
the world into war, no attempt has 


been made by statesmen or diplo­ 
mats at the^ Space conferences to 
discriminate ?h#*een the signs of 
sanity and ihsimity. 
“In order to understand the na-* 
ture of sanity we must use two 
methods of Investigation: 
I,' ana­ 
lytical, 2 synthetical. Man has paid 
a heavy price for neglecting the 
latter. 
He has studied parts of 
the human machine, but has made 
little effort to notice behavior of 
the entire machine. 
“Judging sanity and insanity is a 
biological and not a psycological 
problem: It is not a question of 
body and mind, but of body^mind. 
The organizations of the body-mind 
in sanity provides: I, channels for 
discharge of energy in action; 
2, 
assists individuals to face squarely 
problems 
of 
actual 
life, 
and 
3, 
rewards effort by definite sense of 
achievement 
and 
feeling 
of 
ade­ 
quacy. 
“Bolshevism, radicalism and the 
tendency to think in terms of class 
distinction are defense reactions of 
inadequates afraid of facing their 
own personal problems. 
“Success of individual, future of 
democracy, 
and the fate of our 
civilization depend upon the recog­ 
nition of these biological principles 
and the cultivation of mental pro­ 
cesses favorable for sane thinking 
and acting."

be criticized at all, it is because of its liberality. 
If government ever succeeds in operating on a scientific 
basis, we may attain to an immigration system whereby all 
our adopted citizens will be hand-picked by American rep­ 
resentatives in their native land, and allowed to come to 
America only at such times and in such quantities as they are 
wanted, and will be assigned and distributed, on their arrival, 
to the particular sections and industries that can use them.

THE IMMIGRANT BILL. 


There are in the United States at present 10,000,000 


unnaturalized aliens. From them an<' their recently natural- 
ized relatives come most of the protests against immigrant 
restriction. 
From present indications, the total immigration 


for the year ending next June 30 will be over 800,000. Mil- 
lions more are eager to come. Less than three percent of 
the immigrants that have been coming since the war are 
farmers. 
Nearly all of them are flocking to the already-over- 


crowded industrial cities, joining the alien population and 
threatening^ national health, ideals, institutions and standards 
of living more than ever. 


In these circumstances it is easy to understand the insis- 


tent demands for haste in tightening the immigration laws, 
and the general approval given by native Americans to the 
pending restriction bill. That bill would hold European im- 
migration, from May 10 of this year to June 30, 1922, down 
to 3 percent of the number from any particular country who 
were already here in 1910. 
Chairman Johnson of the House 


immigration committee estimates that this would let in a 
possible total of 355,000. That is plenty. If such action is to 
be criticized at all, it is because of its liberality. 


If government ever succeeds in operating on a scientific 


basis, we may attain to an immigration system whereby all 
our adopted citizens will be hand-picked by American rep- 
resentatives in their native land, and allowed to come to 
America only at such times and in such quantities as they are 
wanted, and will be assigned and distributed, on their arrival, 
to the particular sections and industries that can use them. 
Canada already has made a good beginning at such a plan.

Through the children the modern 


doctrine of proper nutrition is to 
be carried home and •every influ- 
ence known to the school authorit- 
ies is to be brought to bear in an 
effort to have it put 'into effect. 


This task has been undertaken 


by Mrs. W. S. Godfrey, Red Cross 
worker, a prominent figure in Tul- 
sa's 
domestic community 
life, who 


only 
recently conducted 
a bride's 


biscuit contest which was said to 
be a omplete success, at least from 
the standpoint of attendance. As a 
criterion for the movement a class 
in hygiene, nutrition 
and 
health 


rules was launched 
last week at 


one of the schools. The 
subjects, 


chosen 
from 
the 
under-weights, 


were divided into five classes which 
meet twice weekly. 


They are subjected to an inten- 


sified course exemplifying the val- 
ue of protein and carbohydrates on 
a general range, particular atten- 
tion being given to the age of the 
boy or girl and . the, details being 
left up to the mother to work out.
